JACKSON, Miss. - The Mississip. - 
pi Supreme Court ruled this 
week efforts to redistriet Han- 
cock County must be launched 
by petition of the voters and not 
by court order. 

Attorney Upton Sissioñ of Gulf- 
port, representing the group seek- 
ıng to redistrict the county, said 
he would ask the U. S. Supreme 
Court to halt the Nov. 5 general 
election for county posts pending 
an appeal of the ruling to the 
federal high court. 

The Hancock County group 
brought up points under the fed- 
eral constitution relating to guar- 
ae of equal protection under 
the la 

The ede high court decision 
ruled the citizens group had an- 
other route to secure relief. 

The ruling upheld a decision by 
Hancock Chancery Court, which 
had ruled that Powell Glass Jr. 
and other citizens of the county 
could take advantage of a law 
permitting a petition signed by 
25 per cent of the electors asking 
a reshuffling of district lines. 

In an opinion by Justice Tay- 
lor McElroy, the court said the 
petition law was “a perfect reme- 
dy” to the situation which the 
county officials admitted was in- 
equitable. 

McElroy said the Hancock coun- 
ty case was different from cases 
based on the U. S. Supreme Court 
decision permitting court orders 
forcing a redrawing of district 
lines because the Tennessee case 
decision noted “Tennessee has no 
initiative and referendum” law 
to permit citizens to launch pro-“ 
ceedings outside the courts. 

“It is to be noted that the elec- 
tion commissioners and the board 
of supervisors admit that the 
county should be and will be re- 
districted at a more propitious 
time.” McElroy wrote. 

The suit was filed against the 
county election commissioners and 
the board of supervisors entered 
the case as a friend of the court, 
saying it was the real party in 
interest in the matter. 

The board said it desired re- 
districting but that it would be 
infpracticable and unfair to re- 
district until the population was 
permanently located. 

The board noted that the gov- 
ernment had taken over most of 
beat 2 for use in its missile test 
facility under construction in Han- 
cock and Pearl River Counties. 

Glass had sought a court order 
blocking elections until redistrict- 
ing was accomplished, or asking 
the new election be on an at-large 
basis or within districts set up by 
the courts. 

He contended the present of- 
ficials would not redistrict “as 
required by law” ... and will un- 
less restrained by the court con- 
duct the next election by the pre- 
sent existing invalid and uncon- 
stitutional supervisors districts. 

He said the county had not 
been redistricted since it was 
established more than 100 years 
ago and as a result he suffered 
“irreparable damage in the de- 
nial of equal rights and equal 
protection” as guaranteed by the 
constitution. 

The court noted that although 
the state constitution required 
there be five districts in each 
county “with due regard to equali- 
ty of population,” at no time “had 
25 percent of the electors asked 
redistricting as required by law.” 

McElroy also noted “that the 
election commissioners and the 
board of supervisors admit that 
the county - will be redistricted 
at a more propitious time due to. 
the fact that NASA (the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion) is taking over the entire .
